H EY! DO YOU REMEMBER... 


So much can happen in one year. Three hundred and sixty-five days may seem like a long time when 
we are sitting at a desk plowing through homework, but it is a mere blink-of-an-eye in the context 
of history. This school year was no exception. The full impact of some of the major historical events 
that took place during the 2015 - 2016 school year will not be realized until years later. Immediately 
after the terrorist attacks in Paris in November, we felt unsteady, vulnerable. We don't know all of 
the ripple effects of this event, but they are still pulsing, whether it be international refugee 
resettlement policies or the loss of personal freedoms for the sake of security or leading to another 
war. The outcome of the 2016 Presidential Election will have a huge impact on how we live, from 
what kind of an education system we have, to healthcare, to how we are going to pay for the 
services we expect. Culturally, we still like entertainment. Amusements like movies and sports and 
Hollywood gossip were still popular, but even those outlets suggest a shift in our collective values 
and priorities. One thing is constant, though, and that is we are always changing and adapting. 


Breaking News from 2015 


1. ISIS Paris Attacks 


On November 13, three teams of terrorists planned attacks at six different locations 
throughout Paris, including a concert hall, the Stade de France, and two restaurants, 
killing 130 people and wounding 352. While this act of terror brought France temporarily 
to its knees, the world united in a blue, white, and red show of support. Sadly, this was not 
the last-the final six weeks of 2015 saw terrorists strike in Nigeria, Mali, Egypt, and San 
Bernardino, CA, and 2016 began with another attack in Brussels, Belgium.

In a 5-4 ruling on June 26, the Supreme Court established a new civil right allowing

3. Confederate Flag removed from the SC Statehouse 
From 1962 to July 10, 2015, the Confederate flag has flown over the statehouse in South 
Carolina, but that all changed this summer. Removing the flag sparked controversy between 
people who felt that the flag was a symbol of our history and those who view the flag as a 
symbol of racial division. The flag is down, but the dialog continues. 


4. Back to the Future 


In 'Back to the Future II," Marty McFly was sent 30 years into the future. The date? 
October 21, 2015. An age, according to the film, when people traveled on 
hoverboards and wore self- lacing shoes. Now, hoverboards did make their 
debut this year, but they are not quite as cool as the ones in the movie, and we 
have yet to experience self-lacing shoes.

Pope Francis visited America for six days in September to speak with Catholics and 
non-Catholics as he pleaded for enviornmental stewardship and compassion for 
immigrants and the poor. He addressed Congress and met with individuals seeking 
an audience with him. His visit followed a three day stop in Cuba, drawing 
thousands together to celebrate Mass. 


8. Syrian Refugees in America 

Thirty-one US governors have said that theywill block settlement of Syrian Refugees 
in their states because they pose too much of a risk to national security. This 
declaration was a reaction to the discovery that one of the terrorists in the Paris 
attacks made his way into Europe hidden among a wave of refugees. It was also in 
response to the White House claiming that the US, in order to lessen the burden on 
European countries, would increase the number of refugees accepted from 1,500 to 
up to 10,000. 


9. Cecil the lion 


In Zimbabwe, a well-known male lion named Cecil was lured away from a 
sanctuaried park and killed illegally by a Minneapolis big game hunter and dentist 
named Dr. Walter James Palmer. Condemnation quickly went global, spreading 
from media outlets to the doors of his practice, causing him to temporarily close his 
doors and go into hiding. This event cast a spotlight on the sometimes tense 
relationship between big game hunting and conservation.

__ Perceptive and engaging beyondhis years, the 
16-year-old is well past the self-conscious stage 
when it comes to reactions to having lost both his 
legs about 18 inches below the knee.

— "You want me to tell you what I tell people, or 
the truth?” said Light, with a mischievous smile. 
OK, I'll bite. What's the story?

Asa baby in his native India, Light was in a 
serious car accident in which he lost both legs.

Shortly after the accident, which claimed his 
birth mother, Evan was adopted by Randy and 
Jennifer Light and brought to South Bend. By sixth 
grade, the family had moved into the Penn district 
and Evan discovered wrestling. 

“When | first started, | had foam and duct tape" 
around the stumps of his legs, Light said. “It wasn’t 
very pretty, but it got the job done.” 

Outside of the wrestling room, Light, who has a 
3.3 GPA, looks like any other clueless freshman 
while walking the halls with prosthetics. IHSAA 
rules don’tallow wrestlers to use prosthetics. That's 
OK. Light's speed, agility and low center of gravity 
_on his stumps — outfitted with custom-designed 
shoes — actually give him an advantage over 
able-bodied wrestlers. 
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“| was so young, | never knew what it was like

“When he’s in a neutral position (facing 
his opponent), Evan has an edge because 
he’s lower,” said Steve Stahl, the owner/ 
manager of Rockstar Health and 
Performance, who works with all the Penn 
wrestlers. “His problem is finishing (after the 
takedown). He doesn’t have the leverage to 


finish a guy off for the pin, so he has to do 
other moves.” 

Penn won the 2015 state wrestling title and 
was a contender on the final day this year. 
Freshmen, especially those without feet, don’t 
normally make an immediate impact in a 
program loaded with talent. 

Light posted a 14-7 varsity record, but 
wasn’t part of the tournament team that made 
the run at the repeat. Just getting that 
seasoning against top-notch competition will 
pay dividends down the road. 

“| saw something in Evan when he was in 
sixth grade (club wrestling) that told me he 
was going to be special,” said Penn coach 
Brad Harper. 

Harperdidn’tnotice anything fromthe waist 
down. All he saw was heart. 

“The determination, the work ethic, that’s 
what you see from the guys who are going 
to be special in your program,” Harper said. 
“When he steps onto the mat, Evan doesn’t 
care who you are. He’s confident in his 


ability.” 


“My plan is to work hard and get good 
on top (in a wrestling position),” Light said. 
“| will never have leverage. But, | will always 
have the attitude that I’m not going to stay 
down.” 

Stay positive. 

Attitude, as they say, is everything. 

At such a tender age, Light has come to 
realize that he — and only he — controls 
his perception of the world around him. That 
has played a significant role in his 
development. 

“I've never said, ‘Why me?” Light said. 
“| look around and see people who are 
much worse off than | am. 

“If you think negative thoughts, you’re not 
going to do well. If you think positive 
thoughts, you will do well. 

“I never think about what it would be like 
to have feet. No reason to complain 
because I'll never get it. Why waste my time 
being negative?” 

Stahl said that, while Light is working out 
with his teammates at Rockstar, 
occasionally the gym’s regular clients will 
comment about him being an inspiration to 
them. His work ethic and _ intensity 
immediately grab their attention.
